This was refused 
by the promoters, and after a discus- 
sion lasting nearly two hours on the 
preamble of the bill, an amendment 
to the motion to pass the preamble, al- 
lowing the bill to stand over until an- 
other day with a view to the promot- 
ers amending the bill to meet the views 
of the committee, moved by Oliver, was 
carried by a majority of seven. The 
company were evidently determined io 
carry the bill through aj it stood, if 
passible, or accept only such amend- 
ments as could be wrung from them 
as the clauses were discussed. They had 
rallied their supporters in full force, 
and had the preamble once been adopt- 
ed. there would have been little chance 
of protecting the interests of Alberta 
in regard to time limit for construc- 
tion or guarding existing towns when 
the clauses came to be discussed. The 
result of the vote shows a growing in- 
clination on the part of the commit- 
tee to protect the public interest rath- 
er than sit as a mere register of‘ the 
wishes of the railway companies. The 
bill will come up again, and whether 
it passes or not there is no doubt that 
the results of Thursday’s meeting will 
be very much more favorable provi_ 
sions towards the public than would 
otherwise have been secured. 

On Tuesday, the previous sitting 
day, another speculative company re- 
ceived a severe jolt at the hand of the 
Ministers of Railways and Public 
Wiorks. The Montreal and St. Law- 
rence Bridge Conmipany applied for a 
charter enabling them. to build a bridge 
across the St. Lawrence at Montreal 
using the guard pier of the harbor 
Works for a part of the scheme. The 
parties interested were chiefly New 
Yorkers and were spoken of by Mr. 
Madore, who promoted the bill, as men 
of immense wealth. The Dominion Se- 
curities Company was also mentioned 
as being interested, and Dr. Seward 
Webb, who recently purchased the Can- 
adi Atlantic railway, was intimated 
to be a sharehoider in thai company. 
I. was on this point that the promot- 
ers of the bill fell down. Both Hon- 
orable Messrs. Blair and Tarte called 
attention io the fact that the Domin- 
ion’ Securities Company had recently 
issued a prospectus in New York City 
making certain statemenis as to bon- 
uses to be granted certain of their al- 
leged enterprises in Canada by both 
provincial and Dominion governments, 
which statements were absolutely un- 
true. Both ministers were very pro- 
nounced in stating that they could not 
approve of granting a charter to men 
or to a company whose statemenis 
were so thoroughly untrustworthy as 
this prospectus showed those of the 
Dominion Securities Company to be. 
The representatives of the Bridge 
Company resented the imputation 
against the Dominion Securities Com- 
pany and declared that that company 
had not published the prospectus. It 
had probably been published by some 
opposing interests who desired to pre- 
judice the company in Canada. — The 
committee viewed this explanation as 
decidedly thin and decided to hold over 
further consideration of the bill in or- 
der to give the company an qpportun- 
ty to explain. {1 iit 

The British embargo on Canadian 
cattle claimed the attention of the 
House for a part of Wednesday and 
Thursday’s sittings. Boyd, conserva- 
tive, of Macdonald, Man., moved a vote 
of censure on the Minister of Agricul- 
ture for lack of exertion on his part to 
induce the British government to re- 
move the embargo. This Was a vote of 
want of confidence in the government 
and wals opposed accordingly; besides 
it did not a r from the evidence 
that the minister had been lacking in 


his efforts, although he certainly had 


i of success, On Thursday Bour- 
a ed. seconded by att os 
that the premier during his approact- 
ing visit to England should use his 
best endeavors to have the ee 
removed. This resolution was sige 
ed by the government and was carried 
without division. For the ‘enefit of 
those who are not familiar with the 
facts it may be mentioned that a nun 
ber of years live cattle, carried 
over sea to Britain were pastured for 
ay time after arrival before being 
slaughtered. In this way the loss of 
flesh and. condition which naturally 
occurred on ship board was replaced 
before the animals were slaughtered. 
After a time it was found, or declared 
ciared to be found, that pleuro pneu- 
monia, a very fatal and contagious cai- 
tle disease, was introduced amongst 
British herds by these catile import- 
ed alive irom foresgn countries. To 
protect the interests of British stock 
men it was decided that caitle com- 
ing from countries where pleuro pneu~ 
monia existed should be slaughtered at 
the seaport. This did not give the cat- 
tle time to improve in condition after 
the sea voyage and of course reduced 
their value to the British consumer 
accordingly. At first Canada was &x- 
: from this regulation and en- 
joyed the advantage of her cattle be- 
ing allowed to improve their condition 
after reaching Britain before being put 
on the market. This was a marked ad- 
vantage and was conceded Canada be- 
cause pleuro pneumonia either did not 
exist in the country or was almost un- 
known. It was not long, however, be- 
fore advantage was taken of this ex- 
emption of Canadian catile from, the 
embargo placed on catile from other 
coyntries, by American dealers who 
began shipping their cattle through 
Canada and having them classed in 
Britain as Canadian, .The Canadian 
government of that day did not take 
proper means to prevent this fraud be- 
ing practised, and whether disease was 
actually introduced to Britain’ in 
this way or not, when the British Gav- 
ernment became aware of what was 
being done the embargo was extend- 
ed to Canadian cattle. Since the pres- 
ent Goverument attained office many 
efforts have been made to induce the 
British government to remove the em- 
bargo as far as Canuda was concerned, 
but without ayail. There is no doubt 
that this embargo is a considerable ad- 
vantage to the British stock man and 
every influence that he can bring to 
bear to have it retained, he does not 
fail to use. There seems to be very 
little doubt, however, that Canada is 
free from the disease, and if the Brit- 
ish government could be thoroughly 
patistied of that fact and see that they 
would be dealt with in good faith by 
Canady, there would be a fair chance of 
having .the embargo removed to the 
benefit not only of a Canadian stock 
man but also to that of the British 
consumer. Now that there is a iax on 
bread in Britain would seem to be an 
opportune time for any move that 
would lower the cost of beef. 

On Thursday evening the subject of 
assistance to Captain Bernier’s pro- 
posed expedition in search of the North 
Pole was discussed.Many varying views 
were expressed, but the majority sem-e 
ed; to favor a substantial contribution 
enterprise! From the 
eupport whichit received on ihe opposi- 
tion side; it might almost be imagined 
that there wajs something like concert- 
ed effort to put the Government at a 
disadvantage, taking for granted that 
aid would not be given. Sir Wilfrid 
made one of his clevér speeches. He 
praised the project and the men who 
suggested it, thought that Canada 
would be honared by the success’ of 
such an expedition, but had noi ex- 
pected that Canada alone would be 
called upon to pay such a large share 
of the expense. He estimated now that 
Canada’s contribution would require to 
be not less thanjone hundred thousand 
dollars. On consideration the Govern- 
ment might feel justified in proposing 
assistance to that extent, and if so he 
would expect from the speeches which 
had been made from the other side to 
have the support of his friends, the 
opposition, in carrying the vote. Mr. 
Borden, leader of the opposition, re- 
plied cautiously but favorably to the 
project. It now remains for the con- 
sideration of the Government,

The following is from the report of 
Mr. J. H. Wilson, who was sent to Ot- 
tawa, by the Prince Albert board of 
trade, to look after the interests of 
that district; 

“In Ottaiwpi I had a long conversation 
with Mr. D. D. Mann, of che firm of 
Muekenzie & Mann, who have promised 
to build as far as the South Saskat- 
chewan this year. A bridge will he 
built at some point upon the river at 
or near Markley’s Crossing, and the 
remainder of the route to Prince -Al- 
bert will probably be completed next 
spring. While this line will in the 
meantime be the main line of the Can- 
adian Northern, it is anticipated that 
before long another line will be built 
by the same company to the south of 
Prince Albert, striking for Battleford. 

| When this is done Mr. Mann states 
that the line to Prince Albert will 
eross the river here and opposite Bat- 
tleford, to form a junction with the 
main line there. - 


“When this happens Mr. Mann also 


romises to give Prince Albert a 
ranch line from some point on the 
Gilbert Plains extension, which will 


likewise cross the South Branch at the 
crossing already mentioned.”
